To the Chairman and Members of 
the Barrowford Urban District Council. 


Mr. Chairman, Mrs. Halstead and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present my Annual Report on the Health 
and Sanitary Conditions in Barrowford, in respect of the year 
ending 31st December, 1965. The overall layout and contents are 
in accordance with the requirements of the Ministry of Health 
Circular 1/66 dated llth January, 1966. 


Private housing development continued, a welcome feature in 
our older East Lancashire communities, althotph I personally think 
that stone buildings scem to blend into the countryside better than 
brick, so enhancing the natural beauty of the locality. Nevertheless 
29 houses, and in addition, four Council flats came into occupation. 
Since 1960, nearly one hundred houses have been erected by private 
contractors, the incoming residents maintaining the population, 
which would otherwise have fallen due to an excess of deaths over 
births, (a natural decrease of 19 in 1965, and 101 in the previous 
five years). 


_ Regarding vital statistics, I should like particularly to 
mention, that during the year, there were no suicides, no deaths 
from pregnancy or childbirth, no still births and no deaths of 
Bep1es an their first year of life. 


Our Surveyor/Public Health Inspector resigned during the year, 
and Nelson Municipal Borough agrved to the specialist Public Health 
work being carried out by the Nelson Inspectorate. This was a wise 
move, as there is quite enough work for both a full-time Surveyor, 
and full-time Public Health Inspector. How the combined officers 
coped, I just don't know, and it is all credit to them that they 
maintained such a high standard in both aspects of their duties. 


I hope you will find many items of interest in this Report. 
To me, local government is living history, and all our actions and 
decisions taken on behalf of the town, leave their mark for many 
years, and can influence generations. The report describes not only 
our year's work, but attempts to provide as full information as we 
can assemble, of every service connected with people's health and 
way of life, in Barrowford, into a convenient reference book.

Comments of Vital Statistics 
Population: 


The increase in population as shwon by the estimates for 
each of the two previous years was not maintained in 1965, as 
the Registrar General's estimate of 4,660 was identical to that 
of the previous ycar. 


There was a natural decrease of population as the number of 
deaths exceeded the number of live births by 19, so that a small 
intake of new residents must have occurred in order to keep the 
figure at the level of the previous year. 


Live Births 


Since 1961 there has bcen a small increase each year in the 
number of live births registercd, except last year 1965 when the 
total was 58, a reduction of 7 on the 1964 total and the smallest 
number since 1962. The annual average over the five years 
1960 — 64 inclusive was 60. 


Only 13 of the live births actually occurred in Barrowford, 
which is about the average, of one fifth to one quarter of the 
total. 


Of those 58 births, 50 were legitimate births, the smallest 
number since 1961. The romainder, 8, were illegitimate, an 
increase of 4 on the 1964 total and also the largest number of 
illegitimate births registered in Barrowford for very many years, 
certainly since the mid 1920's and possibly the highest on record. 
They amounted to 13.8% of the total live births. 


The Crude Birth Rate was 12.4. per 1000 population, a 
reduction of 1.5 per 1000 on the previous year and the smallest 
since 1962 (11.8 per 1000). The mean rate for the previous five 
years (1960 - 64 inclusive) was 12.9 per 1000 population. 
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The Illegitimate Live Birth Rates in 1965 were 1.71 per 1000 
HOpu1a620n and 137.9 per 1000 live births. These are probably 
the highest on record. 


Again the Comparability Factor was unchanged at 1.25 and so 
the Adjustcd Live Birth Rate was 15.6 per 1000 population, a 
reduction of 1.5 per 1000 on the previous year's rate. Like the 
Crude Live Birth Rate the Adjusted Rate was the smallest since 
1962 (13.2 per 1000). The mean Adjusted Rate for the previous 
five years was 15.2 per 1000 population. On comparison with 
(a) The National Birth Rate, the Barrowford Adjusted Rate was 
2.5 per 1000 less, and (b) the Adjusted Birth Rate for the 
Borough of Nelson, it was 2./ per 1000 less. 


Boll births 


No Still Births were assignable to Barrowford during 1965. 
The National Still Birth Rates were 0.29 per 1000 population and 
15.7 per 1000 total (Live and Still) births, and Nelson 0.45 per 
TOGO population and 27.1 per 1000 total (Live and Still) births. 


Deaths 


The total of 77 deaths in 1965 was one less than in 1964, 
and was equal to the average for the previous years. 


The Crude Death Rate was 16.5 per 1000 population, a 
reduction of 0.2 on the 1964 rate, and 0.1 less than the mean 
rate for the previous five years. 


A reduction of 0.02 in the Comparability Factor, which 
indicated a slight reduction in the higher proportion of aged 
persons in the community as compared with the national proportion, 
gave an Adjusted Death Rate of 13.4 per 1000 population. MThis 
was a reduction of 0.5 per 1000 on the 1964 rate, was 1.4 per 
1000 less than the Adjusted Death Rate for the Borough of Nelson, 
but 1.9 in excess of the death rate for England and Wales as a 
wholc. 


As is usual Heart and Circulatory discases were the main 
causes of death, and again Coronary Disease/Angina was the 
principal cause. The number of deaths from this single cause 
was 27, consisting of 13 males and 14 females. This was almost 
double the number in the previous year and amounted to 35% of the 
total deaths, giving a death rate from this cause of 5.79 per 
1000 population compared with 3.22 per 1000 in 196). The mean 
figures for the immediate previous quinguennial period were 17.6 
deaths and 3-/9 per 1000 death rate. 
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The cause with the second highest number of deaths was 
cancer of the various sites. There were 16 deaths from cancer, 
an increase of one on the total for the previous year, the 
mortality rate being 3.43 per 1000 inhabitants. This was 1.20 
higher than the national cancer death rate and 1.0 per 1000 
higher than the corresponding rate for the Borough of Nelson. 


There were only three deaths of persons under the age of 
45 years, one of these being in the 15 - 20 ege group and two in 
the 30 — 35 years age group. From the table showing a Summary 
of the Ages at Death in Various age Groups on page 15 , it will 
be seen that the 70 - 75 years group had the largest number of 
deaths with 16 or 20.78% of the total deaths, next came the 
75 - 80 years group with 14 deaths or 18.8% of the total. 
Fifteen deaths, or 19.5% of the total, were of persons aged 80 
years or over, and 45 or 58.4% were aged 70 years or over. 


In conformity with the usual pattern the early months of the 
year had the largest number of deaths, February had the most 
with 13 and a mortality rate of 2.79 per 1000 population. 


Infant Deaths 


For the first time since 1956 no infant death occurred 
during the year. The annual average over the interim period 
was 2. 


The Infant Mortality Rate for England and Wales as a whole 
was 19.0 per 1000 related births. 


Maternal Deaths 
No maternal death occurred during the year. 


The Maternal Death Rate for England and Wales as a whole 
was 0.25 per 1000 total (Live and Still) births.

WATER SUPPLY 


The North Calder Water Board, constituted in 1960, supplies 
water to Barrowford Urban District and the Surrounding districts. 
The gathering grounds on the hills on either side of the townships 
feed the Board's five storage reservoirs, which have a combined 
capacity of over 410m. gallons. Two boreholes have a potential 
Or Over 2 Million gallons per day. The three compensation 
reservoirs have a total capacity of 145m. gallons, and the three 
service reservoirs almost 12 m. gallons. The total water storage 
Gepacity 28 thus over 555 m. .gallions. 


All water is filtered and chlorinated before going into supply 
at,;the treatment plants at Barley, Coldwell and Laneshaw. ae 
area Of supply is zoned according to locality and altitude to 
MGtlise the available head of water from the service reservoirs, 
namely 718.5 feet at Waidshouse and 755 fect at Ridgaling. 


The Board supplies water to an estimated population of around 
68,000, whose average daily consumption for domestic purposes was 
37-5 gallons per head. In addition, water supplied for manufacturing 
and trade purposes, at almost 850,000 gallons per day, amounted to 
the equivalent of over 12 gallons per person per day. The total 
quantity of water supplied per day on average was 4.4. m. gallons. 


The water supply during the year had bcen satisfactory as 
regards both quality and quantity. One hundred and ten samples 
of raw water were examined bacteriologically, together with 13 
chemical analyses: all were reported upon satisfactorily. Of the 
147 bacteriological examinations of treated water, 4 received 
adverse sample reports. The thirteen chemical analyses of treated 
water all gave satisfactory results. The waters are not plumbo- 
solvent in action. 


Piped water from the mains supply is provided internally to 
all but 15 houses. These fifteen are situated in the more rural 
parts of the district and remote from the main supply. They derive 
their water from individual private sources. Twelve newly built 
houses were connected to the public supply during the year, when 
543 yards of water main were used. No.joint service pipe replace~ 
menes were carricd out during the year. It is estimated that 
there are 138 houses in the area which have not a satisfactory 
internal watcr supply, many of which would benefit from joint 
service pipe rcplaccments. 


DRAINAGE AND _ SEWERAGE 


The whole of your area, with the exception of farms and a 
number of houses in the more rural parts, is drained and sewered, 
and there is a natural gravitation to the Sewage Works which are 
situate in the low-lying district to the south west of the area. 
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The treatment consists of automatic screening, detritus tanks, 
Settling tanks, percolating filters and humus tanks, the final 
effluent from the works bcing discharged into Pendle Water which 
flows past thc Works. 


During the year the renewal of the mechanically scraped ecreens 
at the Sewage Works was complcted. 


There were 35 dwellings connected to the sewcrage system during 
Giewrear, gil Of which were newly constructed.
